ROADS PLAN CLEARS HOUSE

The $7 million the state 
plans to spend for an 
emergency repair to the 
bridge over Kentucky 
Lake won’t cut into the 
funding for the full-scale 
replacement of both Land 
Between the Lakes 
bridges, a project that has 
been years in the plan¬ 
ning. 

Replacing the bridges 
will cost around $330 mil¬ 
lion, and the Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinet 
wants to see all that 
money doled out by the 
2016 fiscal year. 

Last week, the Kentucky 
House of Representatives 
passed a two-year high¬ 
way construction plan 
that puts the bridge proj¬ 
ect on that track. 

The House agreed to 
spend $550,000 for each 
bridge in the coming fiscal 
year and $50 million for 
each in fiscal year 2013. 

It also agreed to spend 
$46.18 million in the bien¬ 
nial budget to widen U.S. 
68 between the east end of 
Lake Barkley Bridge and 


the Cadiz bypass, and $6.8 
million to construct the 
last two lanes of the Cadiz 
bypass. 

Altogether this budget 
allocates $168.53 million 
for improvements in Trigg 
County 

It also allocates $31.45 
million for projects in 
Christian County and 
$1.43 million for improv¬ 
ing Kentucky 181 in Todd 
County 

On Friday, the House ap¬ 
proved this budget 88-4. 

After the Senate Trans¬ 
portation Committee re¬ 
views it, this budget will 
go to the Appropriations 
and Revenue Committee, 
of which Sen. Joey 
Pendleton, D-Hop- 

kinsville, is a member. 
Pendleton said he ex¬ 
pected to start reviewing it 
around Thursday 

The Senate can pass a 
version that reflects 
changes from the House 
proposal. Ultimately a 
committee of leaders from 
both chambers would 
reach compromises and 
send the bill to Beshear for 
his signature or veto.

Work on bridge under way, set to reopen by late May

The steel that wiU support the broken 
stretch of Eggners Ferry Bridge will 
soon be manufactured and sent to the 
contractor’s facility in Louisville, the 
Kentucky Transportation Cabinet an¬ 
nounced on Tuesday 
HaU Contracting of Kentucky won the 
emergency replacement job with a low 


bid of $7 million. The company will get 
the bridge open by May 27, the day be¬ 
fore Memorial Day, Gov. Steve Beshear 
said two weeks ago. 

Hall Contracting has now started “de¬ 
tailed engineering and design work” in 
preparation to order the steel it will 
need, according to a news release from 
the Transportation Cabinet. 

“We haven’t progressed to a point 
where the steel can be poured yet, but we 


are making progress,” said Tom Roberts, 
the company’s vice-president. 

Workers at Hall Contracting’s facility 
in Louisville will drill and fabricate the 
steel, then send it to a site near the 
bridge. 

The section in need of repair spans 322 
feet, the release said. On Jan. 26, an 8,200- 
ton cargo ship crashed into the bridge, 
which had stood for 80 years. 

It ordinarily provides the western en¬ 


trance to Land Between the Lakes and 
carries U.S. 68/Kentucky 80 over the water, 
between Trigg and Marshall counties. 

It handles an average of 2,650 vehicles 
every day, according to the news release. 
Beshear said reopening it by Memorial 
Day will mitigate harm to businesses that 
depend on tourists.

Feds probe Fla. teen’s shooting 


SANFORD, Fla. (AP) — An un¬ 
armed black teenager shot to death by 
a neighborhood watch captain told his 
girlfriend he was being followed 
shortly before the confrontation that 
killed him, a lawyer said Tuesday as 
federal and state prosecutors an¬ 
nounced they would investigate. 

‘“Oh he’s right behind me, he’s right 
behind me again,”’ 17-year-old 
Trayvon Martin told his girlfriend on 
the phone, the Martin family’s attor¬ 
ney said. 

The girl later heard Martin say, 
“Why are you foUowmg me?” Another 
man asked, “What are you doing 
around here?”’ attorney Benjamin 
Crump said. 

The phone call that recorded Mar¬ 
tin’s final moments was disclosed as 
the U.S. Justice Department opened a 
federal civil rights probe into the Feb. 
26 shooting and the local prosecutor 
convened a grand jury to investigate. 

The neighborhood watch captain, 
George Zimmerman, has not been 
charged and has said he shot Martin, 
who was returning to a gated commu¬ 


nity in Sanford after buying candy at a 
convenience store, in self-defense after 
Martin attacked him. Police say Zim¬ 
merman is white; his family says he is 
Hispanic. 

The case has ignited racial tensions 
in this Orlando suburb of 53,500 peo¬ 
ple, sparking rallies and a protest in 
Gov. Rick Scott’s office on Tuesday. 
The Rev. A1 Sharpton is joining San¬ 
ford city leaders at a town hall meeting 
later Tuesday to discuss the investiga¬ 
tion. Police say Zimmerman was 
bleeding from his nose and the back of 
his head, and told police he had yeUed 
out for help before he shot Martin. 

Crump told reporters Tuesday it 
was Martin who cried out when a man 
bearing a 9mm handgun came at him. 

Martin called his 16-year-old girl¬ 
friend in Miami several times on Feb. 
26, including just before the shooting. 
Crump said. The discovery of the 
lengthy conversations, including one 
moments before the shooting, was 
made over the weekend by Martin’s fa¬ 
ther by checking his son’s ceU phone 
log. Crump said. 


“She absolutely blows Zimmer¬ 
man’s absurd self-defense claim out of 
the water,” Crump said of Martin’s 
girlfriend, whose name was withheld. 

Martin told the girl on his way back 
from the store he’d taken shelter from 
the rain briefly at an apartment build¬ 
ing in the gated community where his 
father lives. Crump said. Martin then 
told the girl he was being followed and 
would try to lose the person. Crump 
said. 

“She says: ‘Run.’ He says, ‘I’m not 
going to run. I’m just going to walk 
fast,”’ Crump says, quoting the girl. 

After Martin encountered Zimmer¬ 
man, the girl thinks she heard a scuffle 
“because his voice changes like some¬ 
thing interrupted his speech,” Crump 
said. The phone call ended before the 
girl heard gunshots. 

The last caU was at 7:12 p.m. Police 
arrived at 7:17 p.m. to find Martin 
lying face down on the ground. 

Zimmerman was handcuffed after 
police arrived and taken into custody 
for questioning, but was released by 
police without being charged.

Medal of Honor recipient helps Ky. tornado victims 


WEST LIBERTY, Ky. (AP) — When 
Pastor Bud Angus found out that a win¬ 
ner of the country’s highest military 
honor was in his tiny community of 
Woods Bend, helping clean up from a 
deadly March 2 tornado, there was only 
one thing he could say. 

“Anyone who would help is still a 
hero,” Angus said Monday as he raked 
the yard at Woods Bend Community 
Church. “They deserve another medal.” 

Dakota Meyer, 23, a Kentucky Marine 
awarded the Medal of Honor in Septem¬ 
ber, had arrived Sunday night in the tor¬ 
nado-ravaged town with four friends 
and six pieces of heavy equipment, 
ready to work. He had announced his 
plans on his new blog, “Actions Not 
Words,” on Friday.” On Monday, he sent 
several tweets from the scene. 

“It’s the worst thing I’ve ever seen in 
my life,” Meyer told The Associated 
Press on Monday, taking a brief break 


from clearing trees and other debris 
from a tiny country road. “In war, you 
expect stuff like this. This is America, 
this is Kentucky You don’t expect this to 
happen here.” 

Meyer is credited with saving 13 
American and 23 Afghan soldiers’ lives 
in a grueling 2009 firefight in 
Afghanistan. The military’s public state¬ 
ment on the battle said Meyer “person¬ 
ally killed at least eight Taliban 
insurgents, while providing cover for 
his team to fight their way out.” 

The marine says on his blog that 
“being honored and called a hero for the 
worst day of my life is something I still 
struggle to understand.” He writes that 
he travels the country, speaking to 
groups. 

“I’m not here because I have nothing 
else to do,” Meyer said. “That’s for sure. 
We’re here because it’s the right thing to 
do.”

Her husband gave her the keys 
and Breeding then backed out of 
the driveway into the street, po¬ 
lice said. She then drove into the 
yard in the direction of her hus¬ 
band and another person, hit¬ 
ting a basketball goal before 
running into a tree, the report 


said. The husband allegedly had 
to jump out of the way to avoid 
being hit. 

Breeding then left on foot. Po¬ 
lice believe that Breeding was 
high and drunk when she drove 
the car into the tree. 

Officers later found Breeding 
at her Thornton Court apart¬ 
ment. A small amount of mari¬ 
juana could be seen on a coffee 
table in the apartment, police 
said. Additionally, drug para¬ 
phernalia, knives and animal 
feces covered the floor, accord¬ 
ing to the report. A birdcage had 
been broken open and the two 
birds were flying about the 
apartment. Seed was scattered 
on the carpet and dried blood- 
spots were found on the wall, po¬ 
lice said.

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Employers ask job seekers 
for Facebook passwords 


SEATTLE (AP) — When 
Justin Bassett interviewed 
for a new job, he expected 
the usual questions about 
experience and references. 
So he was astonished when 
the interviewer asked for 
something else: his Face- 
book username and pass¬ 
word. 

Bassett, a New York City 
statistician, had just fin¬ 
ished answering a few 
character questions when 
the interviewer turned to 
her computer to search for 
his Facebook page. But she 
couldn’t see his private 
profile. She turned back 
and asked him to hand 
over his login informa¬ 
tion. 

Bassett refused and 
withdrew his application, 
saying he didn’t want to 
work for a company that 
would seek such personal 
information. But as the job 
market steadily improves, 
other job candidates are 
confronting the same ques¬ 
tion from prospective em¬ 
ployers, and some of them 
cannot afford to say no. 

In their efforts to vet ap¬ 
plicants, some companies 
and government agencies 
are going beyond merely 
glancing at a person’s so¬ 
cial networking profiles 
and instead asking to log 
in as the user to have a 
look around. 


“It’s akin to requiring 
someone’s house keys,” 
said Orin Kerr, a George 
Washington University law 
professor and former fed¬ 
eral prosecutor who calls it 
“an egregious privacy vio¬ 
lation.” 

Questions have been 
raised about the legality of 
the practice, which is also 
the focus of proposed legis¬ 
lation in Illinois and Mary¬ 
land that would forbid 
public agencies from ask¬ 
ing for access to social net¬ 
works. 

Since the rise of social 
networking, it has become 
common for managers to 
review publically available 
Facebook profiles, Twitter 
accounts and other sites to 
learn more about job can¬ 
didates. But many users, 
especially on Facebook, 
have their profiles set to 
private, making them 
available only to selected 
people or certain networks. 

Companies that don’t ask 
for passwords have taken 
other steps — such as ask¬ 
ing applicants to friend 
human resource managers 
or to log in to a company 
computer during an inter¬ 
view. Once employed, some 
workers have been re¬ 
quired to sign non-dispar¬ 
agement agreements that 
ban them from talking neg¬ 
atively about an employer 


on social media. 

Asking for a candidate’s 
password is more preva¬ 
lent among public agen¬ 
cies, especially those 
seeking to fill law enforce¬ 
ment positions such as po¬ 
lice officers or 911 
dispatchers. 

Back in 2010, Robert 
Collins was returning to 
his job as a correctional of¬ 
ficer at the Maryland De¬ 
partment of Public Safety 
and Correctional Services 
after taking a leave follow¬ 
ing his mother’s death. 
During a reinstatement in¬ 
terview, he was asked for 
his login and password, 
purportedly so the agency 
could check for any gang 
affiliations. He was 
stunned by the request but 
complied. 

“I needed my job to feed 
my family. I had to,” he re¬ 
called. 

After the ACLU com¬ 
plained about the practice, 
the agency amended its 
policy, asking instead for 
job applicants to log in dur¬ 
ing interviews. 

“To me, that’s still inva¬ 
sive. I can appreciate the 
desire to learn more 
about the applicant, but 
it’s still a violation of 
people’s personal pri¬ 
vacy,” said Collins, whose 
case inspired Maryland’s 
legislation. 


Lawyer: Afghan killin gs suspect remembers little 


FORT LEAVENWORTH, Kan. (AP)—The 
Army staff sergeant accused of slaughter¬ 
ing 16 Afghan civilians in a nighttime shoot¬ 
ing rampage has a sketchy memory of the 
night of the massacre, his lawyer said Mon¬ 
day after meeting his client for the first time. 

Lawyer John Henry Browne said Robert 
Bales remembers some details from before 
and after the kiUings, but very little or noth¬ 
ing of the time the military believes he 
went on a shooting spree through two 
Afghan villages. 

“He has some memory of some things 
that happened that night. He has some mem¬ 
ories of before the incident and he has some 
memories of after the incident. In between, 
very little,” Browne told The Associated 
Press by telephone from Fort Leavenworth, 
where Bales is being held. 

Pressed on whether Bales can remember 
anything about the shooting, Browne said, 
“No,” but added: “I haven’t gotten that far 
with him yet.” 

In an earlier interview with CBS, Browne 
said unequivocally that Bales can’t remem¬ 
ber the shootings. 

Meanwhile, records show Bales owes $1.5 
million from an arbitration ruling nearly 
a decade ago that found him guilty of se¬ 
curities fraud. 


Bales, 38, has not been charged yet in the 
March 11 shootings, though charges could 
come this week. The kiUings sparked 
protests in Afghanistan, endangered rela¬ 
tions between the two countries and threat¬ 
ened to upend American policy over the 
decade-old war. 

Earlier Monday, Browne met with his 
client behind bars for the first time to begin 
building a defense and said the soldier gave 
a powerfully moving account of what it is 
like to be on the ground in Afghanistan. 

Browne said he and Bales, who is being 
held in an isolated ceU at the military 
prison, met for more than three hours at 
Fort Leavenworth. 

“What’s going on on the ground in 
Afghanistan, you read about it. I read 
about it. But it’s totally different when 
you hear about it from somebody who’s 
been there,” Browne told the AP. “It’s just 
really emotional.” 

Browne, a Seattle attorney who de¬ 
fended serial kiUer Ted Bundy and a thief 
known as the “Barefoot Bandit,” has said 
he has handled three or four military 
cases. The defense team includes a mili¬ 
tary defense lawyer, Maj. Thomas Hurley. 
The lawyers have said they plan to meet 
with Bales this week.

New clue gives hope to Earhart mysteiy 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A new clue in 
one of the 20th century’s most enduring 
mysteries could soon uncover the fate of 
American aviator Amelia Earhart, who 
went missing without a trace over the 
South Pacific 75 years ago, investigators 
said Tuesday 

Enhanced analysis of a photograph 
taken just months after Earhart’s Lock¬ 
heed Electra plane vanished shows what 
experts think may be the landing gear of 
the aircraft protruding from the waters 
off the remote island of Nikumaroro, in 
what is now the Pacific nation of Kiri¬ 
bati, they said. 

Armed with that analysis by the State 
Department, historians, scientists and 
salvagers from The International Group 
for Historic Aircraft Recovery, are re¬ 
turning to the island in July in the hope 
of finding the wreckage of Earhart’s 
plane and perhaps even the remains of 
the pilot and her navigator Fred Noonan. 

Ric Gillespie, executive director of the 
group, acknowledged that the evidence 
was “circumstantial” but “strong” but 
stopped short of predicting success. The 
new search is scheduled to last for 10 
days in July and will use state-of-the-art 
underwater robotic submarines and 
mapping equipment. 

“The most important thing is not 
whether we find the ultimate answer or 
what we find, it is the way we look,” he 
said. “We see this opportunity to explore 
... the last great American mystery of the 
20th century as a vehicle for demonstrat¬ 
ing how to go about figuring out what is 
true.”

Earhart and Noonan disappeared July 
2,1937, while flying from New Guinea to 
Howland Island as part of her attempt to 
become the first female pilot to circum¬ 
navigate the globe. 

Extensive searches at the time uncov¬ 
ered nothing and many historians are 
convinced they crashed into the ocean. In 
addition, conspiracy theories, including 
claims that they were U.S. government 
agents captured by the Japanese before 
the Second World War, still abound de¬ 
spite having been largely debunked. 

Gillepsie’s group believes Earhart and 
Noonan may have managed to land on a 
reef abutting the atoll, then known as 
Gardner Island, and survived for a short 
time. They surmise that the plane was 
washed off the reef by high tides shortly 
after the landing and that the wreckage 
may be found in the deep waters nearby. 


Romney routs Santomm in Illinois primary 


SCHAUMBURG, III. 
(AP) — Mitt Romney took 
a major stride toward the 
Republican presidential 
nomination Tuesday 
night, routing Rick Santo- 
rum in the Illinois pri¬ 
mary for his third 
big-state win in a row and 
padding his already-for- 
midable lead in the race 
for convention delegates. 

“What a night,” Romney 
exulted to cheering sup¬ 
porters in suburban 
Chicago. Looking beyond 
his GOP rivals, he said he 
had a simple message for 
President Barack Obama, 
the man Republicans hope 
to defeat next fall: 
“Enough. We’ve had 
enough.” 

Returns from 75 percent 
of Illinois’ precincts 
showed Romney gaining 
47 percent of the vote com¬ 
pared to 35 percent for 
Santorum, 9 percent for 
Ron Paul and 8 percent for 
a fading Newt Gingrich. 

That was a far more sub¬ 


stantial showing for Rom¬ 
ney than the grudging vic¬ 
tories he eked out in the 
previous few weeks in 
Michigan and Ohio, pri¬ 
maries that did as much to 
raise questions about his 
ability to attract Republi¬ 
can support as to quell 
those questions. 

Santorum, who hopes to 
rebound in next Satur¬ 
day’s Louisiana primary, 
sounded like anything but 
a defeated contender as he 
spoke to supporters in 
Gettysburg, Pa. He said he 
had outpolled Romney in 
downstate Illinois and the 
areas “that conservatives 
and Republicans populate. 
We’re very happy about 
that and we’re happy 
about the delegates we’re 
going to get, too.” 

“Saddle up, like (Ronald) 
Reagan did in the cowboy 
movies,” he urged his 
backers. 

Romney triumphed in 
Illinois after benefitting 
from a crushing, 7-1 ad¬ 


vantage in the television 
advertising wars, and as 
his chief rival struggled to 
overcome self-imposed po¬ 
litical wounds in the 
marathon race to pick an 
opponent to Obama. 

Most recently, Santorum 
backpedaled after saying 
on Monday that the econ¬ 
omy wasn’t the main issue 
of the campaign. “Occa¬ 
sionally you say some 
things where you wish 
you had a do-over,” he said 
later. Over the weekend, 
he was humbled in the 
Puerto Rico primary after 
saying that to qualify for 
statehood the island com¬ 
monwealth should adopt 
English as an official lan¬ 
guage. 

Initial results showed 
Romney’s victory was 
worth at least 22 delegates 
in Illinois. That gave him 
544 in the overall count 
maintained by The Asso¬ 
ciated Press, out of 1,144 
needed to win the nomina¬ 
tion.

Rally's 
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GOP targets new cost-cutting 
board in Obama health care law 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Republi¬ 
cans are revamping their strategy 
against President Barack Obama’s 
health care law: If they can’t repeal 
the whole thing, they’ll try to pick off 
pieces. Starting with a new and unfa¬ 
miliar bureaucracy 

The House is scheduled to vote 
Thursday to abolish the Independent 
Payment Advisory Board, a yet-to-be- 
appointed body created by the law to 
keep Medicare costs from ballooning. 
Repeal is expected to easily pass the 
House but then die in the Senate, 
where the Democratic majority 
solidly supports the board. 

Republicans see the House vote as 
setting up a political issue to turn 
against Democrats in the battle for 
seniors’ votes in the November elec¬ 
tions. Unless the Supreme Court 
strikes down the law, the GOP is 
likely to keep going after the 
Medicare board and other individ¬ 
ual provisions of the health care 
overhaul even if Obama is re¬ 
elected. 

Known as ‘T-PAB,” for its abbrevi¬ 
ation, the board has been branded a 
care-rationing panel by the Republi¬ 
cans. The White House defends 
IPAB as a check against runaway 
spending, and Tuesday issued a veto 
threat against the Republican bill. 

The House vote is being timed to 
coincide with the second anniver¬ 
sary of the law this week, giving op¬ 
ponents a fresh rallying cry against 
what they deride as “Obamacare” 
ahead of Supreme Court arguments 
on the overhaul that start March 26. 

The health care law authorizes 
IPAB to control excessive Medicare 
cost increases by forcing cuts on 
service providers, unless Congress 
overrides the board’s recommenda¬ 
tions. The board is explicitly forbid¬ 
den from rationing care, shifting 
costs to retirees, restricting bene¬ 
fits, or raising the Medicare eligi¬ 
bility age. 

The cost-cutting panel wouldn’t 
swing into action unless increases 
in Medicare spending exceeded cer¬ 
tain levels keyed to the economy. It’s 
supposed to limit the growth of the 
Medicare budget, not choke it off. 

Nonpartisan government experts 
are forecasting a period of manage¬ 
able Medicare costs, making it un¬ 
likely the board would have to 
propose cuts for six or seven years. 
Obama is in no rush to name any of 
its 15 members, who would probably 


Court questions life sentences for juveniles 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Supreme Court is debating 
whether young teenagers con¬ 
victed of killing someone may be 
locked up for life with no chance of 
parole, the latest in a line of cases 
seeking a second chance for young 
people. 

The justices are looking at two 
cases Tuesday involving teenagers 
serving life sentences. In one, a 14- 
year-old in Alabama beat a man, 
then set fire to his home. In the 


other, a 14-year-old in Arkansas 
didn’t pull the trigger, but was in 
on an attempted robbery in which 
another boy shot and killed a store 
clerk. 

Justice Anthony Kennedy wrote 
earlier opinions ruling out the 
death penalty for juveniles and life 
without parole sentences for young 
people whose crimes did not in¬ 
volve killing. He seemed to be the 
pivotal justice in Tuesday’s argu¬ 
ments. 


face grueling Senate confirmation 
hearings. 

But foes of IPAB aren’t likely to 
wait. The health care industry is 
nearly unanimously opposed to the 
board, and consumer groups such as 
AARP never liked it to begin with. 

‘A lot of people’s worst fears are 
confirmed in the IPAB,” said House 
Ways and Means Chairman Dave 
Camp, R-Mich. Repeal legislation “is 
highlighting a part of the bill many 
Americans don’t support, a power 
grab by unelected and unaccountable 
bureaucrats in Washington.” 

Maryland Rep. Chris Van Hollen, 
the point man for Democrats on the 
budget, says using IPAB to control 
costs would be better than Republi¬ 
can proposals for converting 
Medicare into a system dominated by 
private insurance plans. 

“Their approach just hands seniors 
a voucher,” Van Hollen said. “My 
view is that the independent board 
provides an important backstop to 
Congress for reducing the cost of 
Medicare without transferring risk 
to seniors.” 

For a while, it looked like Republi¬ 
cans might be able to seize an early 
advantage in the repeal drive. 

Prominent liberals including Rep. 
Barney Frank, D-Mass., had signed 
on to the idea, raising the possibility 
of a strong bipartisan vote in the 
House that would embarrass Obama 
and increase chances the Senate 
would have to deal with the issue. 

But then House Republicans de¬ 
cided to combine repeal of the board 
in the same bill with a cap on jury 
awards in medical malpractice cases. 
The latter is a long-sought GOP goal, 
but a nonstarter for Democrats, who 


tend to side with those who argue 
such limits undermine the rights of 
injured patients. Frank’s spokesman 
says the congressman no longer sup¬ 
ports the bill. 

Republicans “aren’t interested in 
compromise, just scoring political 
points,” said Rep. BiU Pascrell, D-N. J., 
another liberal who doesn’t like 
IPAB. 

Pascrell and other Democratic foes 
of IPAB object to the board for rea¬ 
sons that are different from those of 
Republicans. The liberal Democrats 
see it as an unprecedented and un¬ 
necessary delegation of power by 
Congress. They worry that it could 
harm key industries such as drug 
companies. But they stop short of the 
rationing accusation. 

Critics of the board also say that 
because IPAB is basically an attempt 
to limit the growth of Medicare 
spending, a stingy approach by the 
board could stifle promising medical 
innovations, restricting access even 
without explicit rationing. 

“It will be a random tax on medical 
innovation,” said economist Douglas 
Holtz-Eakin, an adviser to Republi¬ 


cans. 

But with any IPAB-ordered cuts 
years away, it remains to be seen if 
Republicans can use the issue to 
move election-year public opinion. 

“Protecting Medicare and sustain¬ 
ing it for the future is an incredibly 
powerful goal for seniors,” said 
Mollyann Brodie, polling director for 
the nonpartisan Kaiser Family Foun¬ 
dation. But with IPAB “we are talk¬ 
ing about something that is not real 
for people, and they don’t understand 
how it works.” 
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THE HAGUE, Netherlands (AP) — It 
was, it wasn’t, it is: A still life once thought 
to be by Vincent van Gogh but later down¬ 
graded to being the work of an anony¬ 
mous artist is indeed by the tormented 
Dutch impressionist himself, researchers 
announced Tuesday. 

The process leading to the confirmation 
of the painting’s authenticity reads like a 
cold case detective story. A new X-ray tech¬ 
nique helped experts re-examine what 
they already knew about “Still life with 
meadow flowers and roses” and draw on a 
growing pool of scholarly Van Gogh re¬ 
search. 

A detailed X-ray of an underlying paint¬ 
ing of two wrestlers and knowledge of the 
painter’s period at a Belgian art academy 
led a team of researchers to conclude that 
the painting really is by Van Gogh. 

The painting is owned by the Kroeller- 
Mueller Museum in the central Nether¬ 
lands and was being hung there Tuesday 
among its other Van Gogh works. 

There was no real eureka moment for 
experts studying the still life, said Louis 
van Tilborgh, a senior researcher at Ams¬ 
terdam’s Van Gogh Museum who took 
part in the confirmation process. 

“All the pieces just fell into place,” he 
told The Associated Press. 

The painting, on a 100 cm-by-80 cm 
(40x31 inch) canvas, was bought by the 
Kroeller-Mueller Museum in 1974 as a Van 


Gogh. The work was thought to come from 
the artist’s period living with his brother 
Theo in Paris from late 1886. 

“But when they hung it (in the mu¬ 
seum), doubts crept in” about its au¬ 
thenticity, said Van Tilborgh. 

Experts thought the canvas was too 
large for that period, the depiction of a 
vase brimming over with flowers and yet 
more flowers lying on a table in the fore¬ 
ground was too exuberant, too busy. The 
signature was in an unusual position for 
Van Gogh — the top right hand corner. 

With the doubts piling up, the museum 
in 2003 decided to attribute the painting to 
an anonymous artist instead of to Van 
Gogh. 

But the detective work did not end there. 

An X-ray taken five years earlier had al¬ 
ready revealed an indistinct image of the 
wrestlers and continued to interest re¬ 
searchers. Now, a new more detailed X-ray 
has shown the wrestlers in more detail, 
along with the brush strokes and pigments 
used. They all pointed back to Van Gogh. 

“You can see the wrestlers more clearly 
and the fact that they are wearing loin 
cloths,” said Van Tilborgh. 

Having models pose half-naked was a 
defining characteristic of the Antwerp 
academy where Van Gogh studied in early 
1886. So was the size of the canvas, the 
Kroeller-Mueller Museum said.

The Kentucky Transportation Cabinet 
built the first version of this budget by col¬ 
lecting input from community officials 
throughout the state. Transportation en¬ 
gineers at regional branches then re¬ 
viewed it and sent it to the cabinet’s main 
office in Frankfort, said Keith Todd, a cab¬ 
inet spokesman. 

The largest project in Christian County 
is an $8.66-million reconstruction of a 
stretch of Fort Campbell Boulevard near 
Wal-Mart and Starbuck’s, up to the north 
entrance of Bradford Square mall. 

Others include the widening of a 1.8- 
mile stretch of Kentucky 911 in Oak 
Grove, which would cost $5.61 million, and 
an extension of Lovers Lane that would 
cost $5.28 million, with safety improve¬ 
ments included. 

Pendleton wants to see the bypass in 


Hopkinsville extended east from the Pen- 
nyrile Parkway to US. 68, as this might en¬ 
courage more commerce on the city’s 
north end. The state plans to do this even¬ 
tually, but when the bill reaches Pendle¬ 
ton’s committee, he will push to make it a 
priority over the next two years, he said. 

He also wants to see more funding given 
to the reconstruction project around Fort 
Campbell Boulevard. The state plans to 
eventually create another entrance out of 
Office Max, and Pendleton hopes the Sen¬ 
ate will bump this up in priority. 

The only project planned for Todd 
County is the reconstruction and widen¬ 
ing of Kentucky 181 between the court¬ 
house in Elkton and US.

remote locations. 

Regardless, Percy said it’s his goal to perform as 
many 4G upgrades in the region as possible. 

“Fiber is something we want to do because it 
gives you reliability and it gives you increased 
speeds,” he said. “There is a lot of benefit that we 
would see to do the fiber backhaul.” 

While she was excited about the upgrades. Elk- 
ton Mayor Nancy Camp said Todd County com¬ 
munities like Fairview and Kirkmansville still 
have poor cellphone and Internet service.

legislation 


The General Assembly is in the home 
stretch of the 2012 session, and much of 
the legislation important to Kentuckians 
is limping to a halt or dead in a committee. 
A somewhat optimistic Kentucky Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce report released Tuesday 
gives the legislature a map for completing 
work on key measures viewed as critical to 
the state’s businesses and workers. 

Described as “Ten Ways in 10 Days to 
Help Kentucky Business,” the list was out- 
lined on the Busi- 

ness First OUR OPINION . 

magazine’s web- " 

site. It was posted after Dave Adkisson, 
the state chamber president, spoke at a 
breakfast meeting the magazine organ¬ 
ized in LouisviUe. Lawmakers have about 
10 days left in this session to adopt biUs. 
The session will end in mid-April and too 
much is unresolved. 

Adkisson’s Top 10 list urges the General 
Assembly to adopt a House plan for the 
state to pay interest to the federal govern¬ 
ment for unemployment insurance short¬ 
falls. If the Senate does not adopt HB 495, a 
$607 million penalty whl be imposed and 
could raise unemployment insurance con¬ 
tributions for businesses from $42 to $420 
per employee. We agree this is critical legis¬ 
lation that must be passed to avoid a heavy 
burden on businesses, including many that 
are stm recovering from the recession. 

The unemployment insurance bill is one 
example of legislation this General As¬ 
sembly should have resolved weeks ago. 
However, the 2012 session has been a dis¬ 
appointment in large part because legisla¬ 
tive redistricting — required every 10 
years following a national census — over¬ 
whelmed lawmakers. Many senators and 
representatives were mired in a process 
of self-protection for their own political 
survival and passed legislation that the 
Kentucky Supreme Court eventually 
blocked. You know something is wrong 
when a new district looks suspiciously 
like the gerrymandered maps from your 
high school history book. 

Ironically, bills now languishing in the 
General Assembly include some that would 
reform the redistricting process. So the very 
problem that contributed to an unproduc¬ 
tive session remains a problem. Kentucky 
needs a nonpartisan panel to redraw legisla¬ 
tive districts for the General Assembly’s ap¬ 
proval. Let’s have demographers, not 
lawmakers, take a first stab at redistricting. 

It appears unlikely that redistricting re¬ 
form legislation can be passed in this ses¬ 
sion, but members of the House and 
Senate should review Adkisson’s list of 10 
biUs and look for ways to compromise on 
measures that wiU benefit the state’s econ¬ 
omy and its people. The list is available at 
wwwbizjournals.com/louisviHe under the 
BizBlog section. It includes pension re¬ 
form, prescription drug abuse and state 
debt limit biUs. 

And in a long-shot bet, let’s add a statewide 
smoking ban to the list.

General Assembly should pass 


medical marijuana legislation

Kentuckians anxiously awaiting 
passage of Senate Bill 129, the 
Gatewood Galbraith Memorial 
Medical Marijuana Act, were 
again disappointed by the failure 
of Senate Judicial Committee 
Chairman Sen. Tom Jensen to 
bring the bill up for consideration 
during the March 15 committee 
hearing. Jensen has failed to com¬ 
municate to the citizens his rea¬ 
sons for not calling up the bill. 

Given the fact that rescheduling 
marijuana from Schedule I dan¬ 
gerous and having no medical 
value to Schedule II dangerous 
but having medical value receives 
a national poll rating of 81 per¬ 
cent approval, and that the idea 
of rescheduling has been vetted 
in 16 states and Congress, it is 
hard to imagine what legitimate 


argument Senator Jensen can 
come up with to justify his ob¬ 
structionism. The national poll 
rating also indicates a majority 
of Kentucky’s citizens favor the 
idea of medical marijuana. 

Supporters have been lighting

More 
tragically some of our people, 
those fighting cancer, might not 
be around next year when the 
General Assembly convenes. It is 
thought that there is enough sup¬ 
port that if SB 129 were not being 
held up it just might pass this 
year. I have yet to hear a science- 
or logic-based argument against 
medical marijuana laws, or even 
full legalization, that can pass an 
honest baloney test. 

The federal government has 
known since 1974 that marijuana 
is an effective anti-cancer agent. 
The Medical College of Virginia 
... conducted experiments that 
showed the administration of 
marijuana’s primary cannabinoid 
THC, “slowed the growth of lung 
cancers, breast cancers and a 
virus-induced leukemia in labora¬ 
tory mice, and prolonged their 
lives by as much as 36 percent.”

7.4 quake shakes south 
Mexico, rattles capital 

MEXICO CITY (AP) — A strong 7.4-magnitude earth¬ 
quake hit central and southern Mexico on Tuesday, col¬ 
lapsing at least 60 homes near the epicenter and a 
pedestrian bridge in the capital where people fled shak¬ 
ing office buildings in fear. 

One of the strongest to shake Mexico since the deadly 
1985 temblor that kiUed thousands in Mexico City Tues¬ 
day’s earthquake sent fear and panic across the region, 
especially after a less powerful, magnitude-5.1 aftershock 
was felt in the capital and several other aftershocks 
around the borders of Oaxaca and Guerrero near the epi¬ 
center. 

But hours after the shaking at noon local time, there 
were stiU no reports of death or serious injury 

“It was very strong, very substantial,” said Campos 
Benitez, hospital director in Ometepec, about 15 miles 
from the epicenter. 

Police radio operator Marcos Marroquin said there 
were preliminary reports of 60 houses damaged in the 
municipality but only a report of a broken arm. Guerrero 
Gov. Angel Aguirre, who is from Ometepec, was headed 
there to survey the damage. 

In Mexico City, frightened workers and residents poured 
into the streets of the capital. Telephone service was 
down in the city and throughout the area where the quake 
was felt and some neighborhoods were without power, ac¬ 
cording to Mexico City Mayor Marcelo Ebrard, who set 
up a hotline for people to report damage. 

About 40 passengers were stranded for a short time on 
the Mexico City airport air train, but later released. The 
airport closed for a time but officials said there was no 
runway damage and they resumed operations. 

Samantha Rodriguez, a 37-year old environmental con¬ 
sultant, was evacuated from the 11th floor on the Angel 
Tower office building. 

“I thought it was going to pass rapidly but the walls 
began to thunder and we decided to get out,” she said. 

Mexico City, built on a lakebed, was badly damaged in 
1985 when an 8.0 earthquake killed at least 10,000 people. 
In past years, Guerrero has suffered several severe earth¬ 
quakes, including a 7.9 in 1957 which killed an estimated 
68 people, and a 7.4 in 1995 which left three dead. 

Tuesday’s quake was the strongest shaking felt in the 
capital since a magnitude-6.5 earthquake struck also in 
Guerrero in December. Officials said at least three peo¬ 
ple died in Guerrero, but there were no reports of wide¬ 
spread damage.

“If you have a JV kid who weighs about 125 
pounds, it’s going to be a poblem to hit it,” he said. 
“You have to be very physical to hit. These new bats 
are like hitting a bowling ball with Christmas wrap¬ 
ping paper.” 

Gillispie, who took over the Hoptown program in 
January, said the new bats make 
playing defense more important. 

“It chanps the offensive and de¬ 
fensive philosophy,” he said. “You 
will see more small ball and defen¬ 
sive maneuvers. The days of the 350- 
foot homers are gone.” 

All three coaches gave brief re¬ 
ports on their teams this season. All 
agree they are competitive but are 
looking for Henderson County to be 
the Region 2 favorite.

You know wine and food pairings. But 
how do you feel about wine and mood pair¬ 
ings? 

That’s the approach being taken by a new 
line of wines — “Be.” — from Treasury 
Wine Estates that are aimed at an emerging 
segment of the market: millennial women. 

With marketing pitches like “Be Radiant” 
and “Be Bright,” and descriptors like 
“Fresh Chardonnay” and “Flirty Pink 
Moscato,” there’s no mistaking these wines 
for more staid, chateau-studded labels. 

“We wanted to create a brand that would

This isn’t wine’s first attempt to 
lighten up.

The new wines follow research that 
included spending 3 to 4 hours at home 
with female wine consumers and find¬ 
ing out more about their buying habits 
and general lifestyles, as well as their 
attitudes toward wine.

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Putting 'pink slime'to the test

It sounds gross, but how does it taste?

All this angst over “pink slime” 
has made one thing clear: We don’t 
always know what we’re getting 
when we bite into a big juicy 
burger. 

Which leaves unanswered some 
of the most basic questions in the 
debate over what the meat industry 
calls lean finely textured beef, a 
processed meat filler that experts 
say has found its way into much of 
the ground beef consumed in the 
United States. 

But as a professional eater, I 
needed to know two things: What 
does this stuff do to the taste and 
texture of ground beef? And how 
can consumers know when they’re 
eating it? 

Neither answer came easily, the 
former because of the sheer vol¬ 
ume of beef 1 needed to eat, the lat¬ 
ter because of the rather opaque 
way ground beef is made. 

'Slime'in the news 

For schools, that opacity began to 
clear Thursday, when the US. De¬ 
partment of Agriculture an¬ 
nounced that as of the fall the 
National School Lunch Program 
will allow districts to choose 
ground beef that does not contain 
the product. Previously, it was dif¬ 
ficult for schools to know whether 
the beef they bought from the feds 
had it or not. 

That’s because pink slime — no 
matter what you call it or what you 
think of it — really is made from 
beef and therefore doesn’t need to 
be listed as a separate ingredient. 

But Thursday’s announcement 
doesn’t do much for the average 
consumer. 

At the grocer, a steak is a steak, 
and it is nearly always labeled by 
the cut of beef it’s from. There was 
a time when ground beef was sim¬ 
ilarly labeled and you knew at least 
roughly what part of the animal 
you were getting. And though some 
packages still indicate “ground 
chuck” or “ground sirloin,” today 
most is labeled simply as “ground 
beef.” 

Most consumers don’t care. 
They’d rather focus on another 
part of the label — the fat percent¬ 
age. And producers don’t care. It 
has made it easier for them to take 
a more amalgamated approach to 
ground beef, using whatever cuts 
they want or have without worry¬ 


ing about spelling it out. 

Now introduce lean finely tex¬ 
tured beef, and the meat picture is 
further muddied. 

The product is made from bits of 
meat left over from other cuts. It’s 
heated and spun to remove the fat, 
then compressed into blocks for 
mixing into conventional ground 
beef. Because it’s so lean and inex¬ 
pensive, producers often mix it into 
fattier meat to produce an overall 
leaner product. 

That means two 
packages labeled 
“ground beef 80 per¬ 
cent lean” may look 
and sound the same 
but be composed of 
different meats. One 
could be unadulter¬ 
ated ground beef 
made from cuts of 
meat containing 20 
percent fat. The other 
could be made from 
poorer quality — 
much fattier — meat 
but cut with and made leaner by 
pink slime, a term coined by a fed¬ 
eral microbiologist grossed out by 
it and now widely used by critics 
and food activists. 

How do you tell the difference? 
For the most part, you don’t. 

“You can’t differentiate beef 
from beef,” said Jeremy Russell, a 
spokesman for the National Meat 
Association, which represents 
processors, suppliers and ex¬ 
porters. “Talking to your retailer 
would be the only way.” 

So that’s what I did. But it got me 
only partial answers. 

The field research 

At grocer No. 1, the folks behind 
the butcher counter were able to 
show me one brand, a pricy “all¬ 
natural” ground beef that did not 
contain the meat filler. But for the 
many other and far less expensive 
varieties of ground beef? They had 
no way of knowing. 

Grocer No. 2 presented the oppo¬ 
site problem. The workers there 
found one brand that definitely did 
have the pink stuff, but they could¬ 
n’t say whether any others did or 
didn’t. 

And don’t be fooled by the “all¬ 
natural” beef label at store No. 1. 
That term is unregulated, so it 
doesn’t really mean anything. At 
another store, another brand of 
ground beef could be similarly la¬ 


beled but still contain the meat 
filler. 

But the term “organic” is regu¬ 
lated, and that provides a clue. If 
you can find it—and are willing to 
pay the price — ground beef la¬ 
beled organic cannot contain lean 
finely textured beef. 

Despite the odds, I had lucked 
out. Between the two grocers. I’d 
managed to identify two packages 
of 85 percent lean ground beef, one 
with pink slime and 
one without. Time to 
taste. 

By label alone, it 
was clear we were 
talking different beef 
demographics. The 
pink slime-free prod¬ 
uct bragged that it 
was minimally 
processed and that 
the cows had been 
raised without antibi¬ 
otics, growth hor¬ 
mones or animal 
byproducts in their 
food. Price — $5.99 per pound. The 
pink slime version? Just a mini¬ 
malist “compare and save.” Price 
— $3.09 per pound. 

Outwardly, they seemed the 
same: They smelled the same, and 
they looked basically the same, 
though the pink slime sample was 
slightly lighter in color. Until you 
touched them. The all-natural sam¬ 
ple was slightly fattier to touch. 
That seemed odd, since both prod¬ 
ucts should have the same fat con¬ 
tent. 

Into the mouth 

For the taste test, I kept it simple 
and pure. I formed a half-pound of 
each ground beef into a thick 
burger patty, adding nothing to the 
meat. And though I prefer my burg¬ 
ers on the grill, I decided to fry 
these in a skillet because it’s easier 
to control the cooking, ensuring 
both would be cooked to the same 
degree and under the same condi¬ 
tions. 

I added nothing to the pan. Meat 
this fatty generally bleeds out a ro¬ 
bust amount of grease, so I wasn’t 
concerned with sticking. That was 
my second surprise. The pink 
slime patty released very little fat 
during cooking. The other patty 
gave off two or three times as 
much. 

About 5 minutes per side, and I

WINE: Company manufactures wine for eveiy mood

What they found was 
that women in their mid- 
to-late 20s — parameters 
for the millennial genera¬ 
tion differ, but 1982 is 
often considered a bench¬ 
mark beginning point — 
wanted to buy wine but 
didn’t want it to be a 
chore. 

“When we shopped 
with her for wine, the 
biggest Aha!’ that we 
found was that she really 
wanted to buy wine, but 
she had a really difficult 
time making a choice,” 


says Jennifer Kimpe, sen¬ 
ior manager of consumer 
and shopper insights at 
Treasury Wine Estates. 
Part of the problem was a 
lack of really engaging 
brands, Kimpe says. 

“If she had to decipher 
the label and try to figure 
out what the wine tasted 
like and it took too long, 
she didn’t seem to have 
the patience for that.” 

Be. labels have a clean, 
eye-catching design. (The 
period after the Be. is 
meant to emphasize the 
idea of being in the mo¬ 
ment.) On the front is the 


brand name, the varietal, 
the vintage and the adjec¬ 
tive used to describe the 
wine. On the back, the de¬ 
scriptions are light¬ 
hearted. “Be 

unforgettable. Be playful. 
Be Flirty!” advises the 
back of the pink moscato 
bottle, describing the 
wine as a “mischievous 
Moscato” that is “made to 
be enjoyed with a wink 
and a smile.” 

That’s the kind of talk 
that might make a tradi¬ 
tional wine critic’s head 
explode. 

Truth is, say Kimpe and 


Walters, that’s not their 
target audience. 

“Millennial women in 
particular, across all the 
age groups, said that they 
want something that is 
engaging to them, that’s 
not too serious, but it 
needs to be quality and 
taste good to them, so we 
were really focused on the 
taste quality and getting 
the right taste profile,” 
says Kimpe. “What they 
said is, Tf it tastes horri¬ 
ble but still is engaging, 
then I probably will never 
buy it again. But if it’s en¬ 
gaging and fun and light 


but also tastes great, it 
will become a go-to for 
me.” 

Targeting a specific seg¬ 
ment of the market can 
work, provided the ap¬ 
proach isn’t too blatant, 
says John Gillespie, who 
has studied the millen¬ 
nial wine market as pres¬ 
ident of the Internet 
research company Wine 
Opinions. 

He thinks the Be. mar¬ 
keting “sounds to me like 
something that is quite 
clever and quite sugges¬ 
tive of being in the mo¬ 
ment.”

declared them medium- 
rare. After giving them a 
few minutes to rest, I sea¬ 
soned them lightly with salt 
and pepper, then cut in. 

First, the unadulterated 
burger. The aroma was lus¬ 
cious. The meat was juicy, 
tender and nicely seared. 
Where I’d cut, juices slowly 
dribbled out onto the plate, 
collecting in a pool. The 
taste was savory and meaty, 
with big beefy flavor. The 
chew had just the right tex¬ 
ture, substantial but giving. 
Basically, everything you 
would want in a burger. 

The pink slime burger 
also was perfectly seared 
and drew me in with an 
equally alluring aroma. But 
no juices collected on the 
plate. Or dribbled out. Or 
were apparent in the meat 
in really any way. The taste 
was — OK. I took another 
taste of the first burger, 
then back to the pink slime 
burger. 

It was not bad. But nor 
was it good. It was flat. I 
added more salt. No. It was 
simply one-dimensional. 

And then there was the 
texture. Unpleasantly 
chewy bits of what I can 
only describe as gristle, 
though they were not visi¬ 
ble, seemed to stud the meat 
of the pink slime burger. 
The result was a mealy 
chew that, while not overtly 
unpleasant, didn’t leave me 
wanting another bite. 

Of course, I did take an¬ 
other bite. In the interest of 
good journalism, I ate both 
burgers entirely And then I 
felt sick. I’m confident that 
has nothing to do with 
slime of any sort.

“Whenever I write a recipe I al¬ 
ways try to put myself in the 
place where I had this recipe or 
what inspired me,” Scicolone 
says. “So in the case of the So¬ 
pranos, instead of thinking of 
that time on the Amalfi coast, I 
was thinking ‘What would 
(Tony’s wife) CarmeUa make if it 
was late and she was coming 
home after selling real estate aU 
day?”’ 


Other books are intended pri¬ 
marily as fan documents. 

“We were just fans of the Andy 
Griffith Show,” says Beck, who 
wrote “Aunt Bee’s Mayberry 
Cookbook” with co-author Jim 
Clark. “We knew how we loved 
the show and we knew how fans 
felt. We fUled it with photos and 
dialogue from scenes around 
food. We gave all the recipes 
names based on Mayberry char¬ 
acters.” 

The recipes came from the 


show’s cast and crew. Beck says, 
as well as from members of The 
Andy Griffith Show Rerun 
Watchers Club, founded by 
Clark. 

Beck says the club has 25,000 
members nationwide. 

The duo went on to write two 
more Mayberry cookbooks, as 
well as a book containing the 
recipes of fictional cops (for in¬ 
stance, “Colombo”) and one with 
the vittles of fictional cowboys 
(think “Gunsmoke”). Their 1993 


book “Mary Ann’s Gilligan’s Is¬ 
land Cookbook” contains recipes 
from Dawn Wells, the actress 
who played the show’s beguiling 
Mary Ann. 

And “Granny’s Beverly Hillbil¬ 
lies Cookbook” (1994) offers 
recipes from the Clampett’s 
stamping ground in the Ozarks. 
Yes, we’re talking ground hog. “I 
got that from a friend of mine 
whose mother prepared ground 
hog in the Depression years,” 
Beck says.

HaU of Fame trainer D. Wayne 
Lukas may have a Derby contender of 
his own in Optimizer, who just missed 
catching Secret Circle in the Rebel. 
Lukas is a four-time Derby winner, 
his last being Charismatic in 1999. 

“We are real proud,” Lukas said 
of his 27-1 long shot. “They only get 
longer and tougher from here.”
